Saddam’s Execution Upheld 


Iraqi court rules ex-ruler must be hanged within 30 days 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraq’s highest court rejected 
Saddam Hussein’s appeal Tuesday and said 
the former dictator must be hanged within 
30 days for his role in the 1982 slayings of 
148 Shiite Muslims from a town where assas- 
sins tried to kill him. “From tomorrow, any 
day could be the day” Saddam is sent to the 
gallows, chief judge Aref Shahin said. 

The ruling could stoke Iraq’s sectarian 
rage, with the Shiite majority demanding 
Saddam’s death and most in the formerly 
dominant Sunni Arab community calling 


the trial tainted. 

In upholding the Saddam sentence 
imposed Nov. 5, the Supreme Court of 
Appeals also affirmed death sentences for 
two of his CO -defendants, including his half 
brother. And it said life imprisonment for a 
third was too lenient and demanded he be 
given the death penalty, too. 

The White House called the ruling a 
milestone in Iraq’s efforts “to replace the 


rule of a tyrant with the 
rule of law.” 

“Saddam Hussein has 
received due process and 
legal rights that he denied 
the Iraqi people for so long. 
So this is an important day 
Saddam for the Iraqi people,” said 

deputy White House press 

secretary Scott Stanzel, who was aboard Air 
Force One flying from Washington to Waco,

Democrats to Tai^et Oil Tax Breaks 


House leaders plan 
to redistribute funds 
to conservation efforts 

WASHINGTON | House Democrats in 
the first weeks of the new Congress 
plan to establish a dedicated fund 
to promote renewable energy and 
conservation, using money from oil 
companies. 

That’s only one legislative hit the 
oil industry is expected to take next 
year as a Congress run by Democrats 
is likely to show little sympathy to the 
cash-rich, high-profile business. 

Whether the issue is rolling 


back tax breaks — some approved 
by Congress only 18 months ago — 
pushing for more use of ethanol and 
other biofuels instead of gasoline, or 
investigations into shortfalls in roy- 
alty payments to the government, oil 
industry lobbyists will spend most 
of their time playing defense. 

Details of a renewable fuels 
fund have yet to be worked out. 
Nonetheless, it’s one of the initia- 
tives the House will take up during 
its first 100 hours in session in Janu- 
ary, according to aides to Speaker- 
elect Nancy Pelosi. At least some of 
the money — revenue gained by roll- 
ing back some tax breaks — will go 


to a program to support research 
into making ethanol from sources 
other than corn. 

“What we’ll do is roll back the 
subsidies to Big Oil and use the 
resources to invest in a reserve for 
research in alternative energy,” Pelo- 
si, a California Democrat, recently 
told reporters. 

But the oil issue likely to be first 
out of the legislative block in Janu- 
ary concerns the ability of the fed- 
eral government to recover royalties 
many lawmakers believe have been 
unfairly avoided by oil and gas com- 
panies drilling in deep waters of the 
Gulf of Mexico. 


The Interior Department has 
been trying to get more than 50 
companies to rework 1998-99 drill- 
ing leases that allow the companies 
to avoid paying billions of dollars in 
royalties because of a government 
mistake in writing the leases. 

The industry intransigence 
has upset many in Congress, both 
Republicans and Democrats, who 
say they want to find a way to force 
the companies back to negotiations 
on the flawed leases. One approach 
is legislation barring companies 
from bidding on future leases unless 
they agree to renegotiate the flawed 
ones.

Lawmakers end probe

WASHINGTON | A lengthy Senate 
investigation has debunked charg- 
es by a Republican congressman 
that military analysts identified 
Mohamed Atta and other Sept. 11 
hijackers before the attacks, accord- 
ing to a committee aide familiar with 
the report. 

In a letter to members of the Sen- 
ate Intelligence Committee, Sens. 
Pat Roberts and John D. Rockefeller 
dismissed suggestions by Rep. Curt 


Weldon, R-Pa., that defense analysts 
ignored analysis that could have pre- 
vented the attacks. Roberts, R-Kan., 
is outgoing chairman and Rocke- 
feller, of West Virginia, is the senior 
Democrat who will assume the chair- 
manship next month. 

They concluded “there was no evi- 
dence Mohamed Atta or any hijack- 
ers were identified prior to 9/11,” said 
the committee aide, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

An internal Pentagon assess- 
ment already had dismissed Wel- 
don’s charges as unfounded. But the 
letter is the first rejection from Cap- 
itol Hill.

Fla. Picks Up After Storms 


Cleanup efforts begin 
after 4 tornadoes hit 
eoast, damaging homes 

DAYTONA BEACH, FLA. | Four Christ- 
mas Day tornadoes damaged hun- 
dreds of Florida homes, with one 
flipping airplanes at a flight school 
and tearing the roofs off three apart- 
ment buildings, officials confirmed 
Tuesday. 

“It’s all gone,” said Estelle Hunt- 
er, 25, who left her home five min- 
utes before the wind uprooted a tree 
and slammed it through the roof. 

The tornado that hit Daytona 
Beach on Monday was an F-2, with 
wind speeds between 113 mph and 
157 mph. Its wind tore the roofs off 
three apartment buildings, exten- 
sively damaging many of the 240 
units. 

At Embry-Riddle Aeronauti- 
cal University, it hurled an air- 
plane into a wall, sparking a fire, 
and snapped off wings or flipped 
about 50 others. 

More than 200 homes in a num-

her of mobile home parks were dam- 
aged west of Daytona Beach around 
DeLand, where another F-2 tornado 
was confirmed, the Volusia County 
Property Appraiser’s Office said. 

An F-2 tornado also damaged 
about 80 homes in Pasco County 
north of Tampa, around the Tampa 


Bay Golf and Country Club. 

Elaine Mandela was among 
those forced from their home in 
Pasco County. She spent Monday 
night with friends, but said she was 
unsure what she would do now. 

“I have no idea,” she said. “I’m 
not sure it has hit me yet.” (ap) 


Bush In Texas to Mull 
Course of Iraq War 


President to host a 
security meeting this 
week on war planning 

CRAWFORD, TEXAS I President 
Bush went to his ranch Tuesday to 
rethink U.S. involvement in Iraq 
as his spokesman hailed a Bagh- 
dad court’s decision upholding the 
death sentence for former Iraqi lead- 
er Saddam Hussein. 

Saddam, who was deposed by the 
U.S.-led invasion of Iraq in 2003, is 
to be hanged within 30 days. 

Bush, saddled with low approval 
ratings for his handling of Iraq, will 
host a National Security Council 
meeting on Thursday at the ranch, 
but is not expected to make any final 
decision on what he says will be a 
new way forward in Iraq. 

Vice President Dick Cheney, Sec- 
retary of State Condoleezza Rice, 


Defense Secretary Robert Gates and 
National Security Adviser Stephen 
Hadley will attend the meeting. 

Stanzel said there could be other 
National Security Council meetings 
before the president makes up his 
mind and delivers a speech to 
announce his decisions. The speech 
is expected before the State of the 
Union address on Jan. 23. 

Bush is under mounting pres- 
sure to change U.S. involvement 
in Iraq where violence continued 
to escalate this month. 

Stanzel said Bush continues 
to question advisers and think 
through the consequences of vari- 
ous U.S. actions. “Our forces, coali- 
tion forces in Iraq are continuing 
to take the fight to the enemy, and 
the president will announce a new 
way forward when he’s comfort- 
able” with his decision, he said.

The U.S. Justice Department 
says one in 33 men in the United 
States has been a victim of a rape 
or attempted rape, compared with 
one in six women. Experts say men 
are far less likely to report a rape 
to authorities, because they fear 
being perceived as weak or see the 
attack as an assault on their mas- 
culinity. 

Three of the attacks have 
occurred in the city, the other 
two on the outskirts of town. The 
most recent attack was Nov. 30.

Troops Push Toward Somali Capital 


Ethiopian, government 
forces advance in fight 
against Islamic militia 

MOGADISHU, SOMALIA I Somali 
government soldiers, joined by 
troops from neighboring Ethiopia, 
advanced toward Somalia’s capital 
Tuesday as Islamic fighters dug in 
and promised a “new phase” in the 
war — a chilling pronouncement 
from a movement that has threat- 
ened suicide attacks. 

Somalia called on the Council 
of Islamic Courts militias, blood- 
ied by a week of artillery and mor- 
tar attacks, to surrender and prom- 
ised amnesty if they lay down their 
weapons, government spokesman 
Abdirahman Dinari said. 

A U.N. official, meanwhile, said 
Tuesday that Ethiopian-backed gov-

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ernment troops were advancing on 
Mogadishu, the capital, from two 
directions and facing stiff resis- 
tance. 

Francois Lonseny Fall, the top 
U.N. envoy to Somalia, also said 
35,000 Somalis had crossed into 
neighboring Kenya to escape the 
fighting, which forced the U.N. to 
suspend aid delivery to two mil- 
lion Somalis. 

As many as 1,000 people may 
have been killed and 3,000 wound- 
ed in the fighting, many of them 
foreign radicals, Ethiopian Prime 
Minister Meles Zenawi said. 

Meles said about 3,000 to 4,000 
Ethiopian forces, which entered 
Somalia on Saturday, may soon 
wrap up their offensive against 
the Islamic militias that until recent

‘Buddha Boy’ Reappears 
After Vanishing for Months 

A missing teenage boy who many 
believe is the reincarnation of Bud- 
dha has reappeared in the jungles of 
Nepal months after he went miss- 
ing, an official said Tuesday. Ram 
Bahadur Banjan, 15, was last seen 
on March 11 in a forest where he had 
meditated for 10 months, allegedly 
without food and water. Thousands 
of Hindus and Buddhists flocked 
to see him every day. But Buddhist 
priests who visited the boy said he 
was not the incarnation of Buddha, 
although they believed he had been 
meditating for months, (ap)

Car Bombs, Attacks in Iraq Kill 54 


U.S. death toll reaches 
90 for December as 
tough month nears end 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A String of car 
bombs and other blasts killed at 
least 54 Iraqis on Tuesday, includ- 
ing 17 outside Baghdad’s most ven- 
erated Sunni mosque, while U.S. 
troops battled Shiite militiamen 
in Baghdad. 

Seven more American soldiers 
died, the U.S. military said, push- 
ing the December death toll to 90 


in one of the bloodiest months for 
the American troops in Iraq this 
year. Some 105 troops were killed 
in October. 

In the most lethal incident Tues- 
day, three parked cars exploded one 
after another in western Baghdad, 
police and Iraqi media reported. 
The blasts killed 25 people and 
wounded 55, one physician said 
by telephone, as he watched the 
victims being carried into Yar- 
mouk hospital. The doctor spoke 
on condition of anonymity because 
of security concerns.

Perhaps the most politically 
significant attack came in Azami- 
yah, a Sunni enclave of Iraq’s capital, 
where a car bomb exploded near the 
Abu Hanifa mosque, according to 
Iraqi media. That blast killed 17 and 
wounded 35, said a physician at the 
nearby Nuaman Hospital, who also 
asked to remain anonymous. 

The explosion tore through a 
busy square at the start of the eve- 
ning rush hour. The mosque is Sunni 
Islam’s holiest shrine in Baghdad,

Doctor: Castro Not III With Cancer 


MADRID, SPAIN I A Spanish surgeou 
who treated Fidel Castro said the 
ailing Cuban leader does not have 
cancer, insisting Tuesday he was 
recovering slowly but progressive- 
ly from a serious operation. 

The comments by Dr. Jose Luis 
Garcia Sabrido, the chief surgeon at 
Madrid’s Gregorio Maranon Hos- 


pital, represented the first indepen- 
dent medical assessment of Castro’s 
condition since the Cuban leader 
underwent emergency intestinal 
surgery in July. The Cuban govern- 
ment has kept Castro’s condition a 
state secret, occasionally releasing 
photographs and videos of him to 
show he is convalescing. 


Garcia Sabrido visited Havana 
last week to examine Castro and 
consult with his medical team. 

“He hasn’t got cancer,” Gar- 
cia Sabrido said, adding that he 
believed Castro could be physical- 
ly capable of running the country 
again. “While respecting confiden- 
tiality, I can tell you that President 
Castro is not suffering from any 
malignant sickness.” (ap)

In Pipeline 
Explosion 

At least 260 Nigerians 
killed after tapped gas 
line bursts into flame 

LAGOS, NIGERIA | A gasoline pipe- 
line ruptured by thieves burst into 
flames Tuesday as scavengers col- 
lected the fuel in a poor neighbor- 
hood, killing at least 260 people 
in the latest oil-industry disaster 
to hit Africa’s biggest petroleum 
producer. 

Braving a towering pillar of 
flames and a cloud of acrid black 
smoke, thousands of residents of 
Lagos’ Abule Egba neighborhood 
surged toward rescue workers car- 
rying away charred bodies, hoping 
to catch a glimpse of missing fam- 
ily members. 

“My brother, my brother,” wept 
19 -year-old Suboke Adebayo as an 
unidentified charred male corpse 
was loaded into a waiting ambu- 
lance. 

Residents said a gang of thieves 
had been illegally tapping the pipe 
for months, carting away gasoline 
in tankers for resale. 

Pipeline tapping is a common 
practice in Nigeria, where a majority 
of the country’s 130 million people 
live in poverty despite their coun- 
try’s role as Africa’s leading crude 
producer.

Renters Wait Out 
Home Sales Slump 


Some breathe sigh 
of relief as housing 
market hits slowdown 

The housing slump has been pain- 
ful for millions of people who work 
in real estate or recently bought a 
house. 

For Patrick Killelea, however, 
this year has been one long victory 
lap. Killelea, a 41-year- old software 
engineer, has long preached that it 
makes more economic sense to rent 
than buy homes. He recalls shout- 
ing “Wow!” when he heard about 
September’s 9-7 percent drop in 
prices of new homes. 

“I didn’t want to gloat,” he said. 
“But then again, maybe I did.” 

For years, Americans who 
refused to buy real estate at what 
they considered excessive prices 
were ribbed for failing to profit 
from one of the greatest booms 
in history. 

Now, with the housing market 
in a slump, renters who sat out the 


boom are finally getting some sat- 
isfaction. 

Dean Baker, an economist, 
believes that the slump validates 
his decision to sell a two -bedroom 
condo in Washington’s Adams Mor- 
gan neighborhood two years ago. 
Baker says he received $450,000 
for the unit, which he had bought 
for just $ 160,000 in 1997 - Since 
unloading the condo, he and his 
wife, Helene Jorgensen, also an 
economist, have been renting an 
apartment nearby for about $2,300 
a month. 

Of course, as even many hard- 
core renters acknowledge, home- 
ownership has some big advantages, 
including tax deductions, the possi- 
bility of gaining value over the long 
term and the security of knowing 
you won’t be evicted by a capricious 
landlord. 

While some economists argue 
that the housing slump is nearly 
over. Baker insists, “We’re just at

A former Maryland state sena- 
tor indicted on public corruption

Death Penalty Case in D.C. Allowed 


WASHINGTON I The District will 
see just the third capital punish- 
ment case tried in the past 30 years 
after a federal judge said prosecu- 
tors can seek the death penalty in 
a trial against a man. 

Capital punishment is not allowed 
under district law. But Larry Gooch 
could get the death penalty because 


he is charged under federal law. 

Law enforcement officials say he 
was an enforcer in the “M Street 
Crew” drug gang.

REDSKINS I With one game left in 
their season and another offseason 
of scrutiny ahead, the Washington 
Redskins will hope to avoid setting 
several records Saturday against the 
New York Giants. The Redskins, 
5-10 and without consecutive victo- 
ries since Oct. 1, are on the verge of 
setting franchise and league marks 
— for all of the wrong things. 

A loss would put the Redskins 
at 5-11, matching their lowest win 
total in any season since 1994, and 
would give the team the worst sea- 
son of coach Joe Gibbs’s career (he 
won six games in 2004). Gibbs is 
already assured of having more

losing seasons (two) in his return, 
than he had in his first stint from 
1981-1992. With a loss Saturday, the 
Redskins would finish 1-5 against 
the NFC East for the second time 
in three years; the team has not fin- 
ished that low in such a short period 
since placing last in 1993-1994. 

“We don’t want New York to 
sweep us,” Gibbs said. “That’s a 
big deal for us. We want to finish 
the right way.” 

Gibbs is 21-26 since his return; 
Washington’s record over the previ- 
ous three seasons was 20-28. 

Washington has just 12 take- 
aways this season, and will need 
to force three turnovers Saturday 
just to tie the all-time low for a 16- 
week season. St. Louis and Green 
Bay each caused 15 takeaways in 
the 2004 season; the Redskins have 


just six in the last 10 games. 

“That kind of blows my mind, 
how we wound up in that situation,” 
Gibbs said of the drought. 

The team has just 18 sacks for the 
season and will need a huge rever- 
sal not to set a franchise low in that 
department (the 2001 Redskins had 
25 sacks). The Redskins also have

Jets and Broncos are

FOOTBALL I The New York Giants 
have lost six of their last seven 
games and have played worse 
than uninspired football for the 
entire second half of the season. 
Yet if they win Saturday night in 
Washington, they almost surely 
will make the playoffs. 

That’s because the Giants control 
almost all the tiebreakers among the 
five 7-8 teams vying for the NFC’s 
last wild-card spot. They are tied 
with Green Bay for the best con- 
ference record at 6-5 and their 
strength of victory and strength 
of schedule is prohibitively better 
than the Packers. 

The scenario is simpler in the 
AFC, where Denver and the New 
York Jets (both 9-6) just have to 
win and they get the fifth and 
sixth spots.

Questions Answered in Baltimore 


Ravens have taken the 
NFL by storm and are 
ready for a playoff run 

RAVENS I As they stumbled to a 6- 
10 finish a year ago, the Baltimore 
Ravens were forced to answer seri- 
ous questions about the state of a 
team that fully expected to be in 
the Super Bowl. 

Could the Ravens win with Kyle 
Boiler at quarterback? Was Jamal 
Lewis still capable of carrying the 
running game? Could Ray Lewis 
still dominate at middle lineback- 
er, or even stay healthy for an entire 
season? And, most importantly, 
could coach Brian Billick cope with

Twelve months later, only one 
question surrounds the rejuvenat- 
ed Ravens: How far can they go in 
the playoffs? 

Given that this team has far 
more balance than the one that 
won the 2001 Super Bowl, there’s 
reason to believe the Ravens could 
finish the season under a sea of con- 
fetti, taking turns hoisting the Vince 
Lombardi Trophy. 

“With the type of defense we play 
and the way our offense is clicking 
right now,” Ray Lewis said, “we’re 
going to be a hard team to beat in 
the playoffs.” 

The Ravens (12-3) must first take 


care of a few minor details, begin- 
ning with a victory over Buffalo at 
home Sunday. That will provide Bal- 
timore with a coveted first-round 
bye and enable the Ravens to fin- 
ish no worse than the No. 2 seed 
in the AFC. 

“It’s clear what’s at stake for us,” 
Billick said Tuesday.

Soul legend James 
Brown’s colorful life 
comes to an end 

APPRECIATION I “Godfather of Soul” 
James Brown remained the hardest- 
working man in show business to 
the end, telling friends from his hos- 
pital bed that he would be in Times 
Square on New Year’s Eve. 


His heart gave out a few hours 
later, on Christmas morning. 

All Christmas day, famous fans 
from Mick dagger to Snoop Dogg to 
the Rev. A1 Sharpton shared memo- 
ries of their mentor and idol, while 
other fans left candles on Brown’s 
Hollywood Walk of Fame star and 
streamed to his statue in his boy- 
hood hometown of Augusta, Gia. 

“Y’all lost the Godfather of 


Soul, but I lost my father. I know 
the whole world loved him just as 
much as we loved him, so we’re not 
mourning by ourselves,” Brown’s 
daughter Venisha Brown told The 
Augusta Chronicle. 

The 73 -year- old pompadoured 
dynamo, whose classic singles 
include “Papa’s Got a Brand New 
Bag” and “I Got You (I Feel Good),” 
died of heart failure less than two 


days after he had been hospitalized 
with pneumonia and only three days 
after leading his annual holiday toy 
giveaway in Augusta. 

“I ain’t got the same energy,” 
Brown had told the New York Post a 
week earlier, “but I’m sharper.” 

One of the major musical influ- 
ences of the past 50 years, James 
Brown was to rhythm and dance 
music what Bob Dylan was to lyrics. 
From dagger to Michael Jackson, 
David Bowie to Public Enemy, his 
rapid-footed dancing, hard- charg- 
ing beats and heartfelt yet often 
unintelligible vocals changed the 
musical landscape. 

Brown, who lived in Beech 
Island, S.C., near the Georgia line, 
had a turbulent personal life that 
included charges of abusing drugs 
and alcohol. 

His stage act was as memora- 
ble, and as imitated, as his records, 
with his twirls and spins and flow- 
ing cape, his repeated faints to the 
floor. With his tight pants, eye 
makeup and outrageous hair. 
Brown set the stage for younger 
stars such as Jackson and Prince. 
And the early rap generation over- 
whelmingly sampled his music and 
voice as they laid the foundation of 
hip-hop culture. 

“He was dramatic to the end — 
dying on Christmas Day,” said the 
Rev. Jesse Jackson, a civil rights 
leader and a friend of Brown’s 
since 1955. “Almost a dramatic, 
poetic moment. He’ll be all over 
the news all over the world today. 
He would have it no other way.”

Punk-rockbilly band 
Pessimist Parade 
gives the scene a jolt 

LOCAL HEROES I “We’re coming 
through. You better watch out, 
homie,” Pessimist Parade bassist 
Flora Lucini warns. After play- 
ing countless gigs in the D.C. 
punk underground and around 
the mid-Atlantic area over the 
past several years, the psychobil- 
ly quartet is finally performing at 
the Black Cat, where they’ll open 
for District hardcore heavyweights 
Alleged Bricks and V.P.R. 

Lucini’s bandmates, none of 
whom is older than 23, are equal- 
ly brash. Drummer Rio Samsie, 
guitarist Thomas Slick and singer 
JJ Damage are justifiably proud of 
their ability to meld your grandfa- 
ther’s blues scales with the speed, 
energy and over-the-top antics of 
punk rock. The band, which covers 
Johnny Cash and Johnny Thunders 
in addition to performing originals, 
clearly draws from varied inspira- 
tions like Hank Williams, GG 
Allin, Chuck Berry and D.C. punk 
lifer Kent Stax. 

Bands have fused punk and rock- 


abilly since the ’70s, though. Does 
PP offer anything new? “Yes,” Lucini 
replied. “Colored people!” (Lucini 
is Afro-Brazilian; Samsie’s of Indo- 
nesian origin.) 

Damage said he thinks his band 
“brings a lot to the table, energy- 
wise.

“We almost completely paral- 
lel what heterosexual couples are 
doing,” Sproul said. “The only dif- 
ference is there maybe two grooms, 
or two brides.” 

Sproul estimated gay couples 
spend about $20,000 on ceremo- 
nies in states offering some form of 
recognition, like Massachusetts and 
Vermont. But couples elsewhere also 
are investing: Sproul said couples 
average $15,000 on ceremonies in 


pocket watches; a bagpiper, pianist 
and DJ serenaded guests, who dined 
on caviar and lobster. The ceremony 
cost half their annual income. 

In Virginia, the men were no 
more legally bound after the lav- 
ish wedding than before. 

Still, they considered it a good 
investment.“For us, the essence of a 
marriage is our love,” McKee said. 
“Whether the state honors it is the 
icing on the cake — it’s not the cake

Moguls 


How one man made a 
fortune by creating a 
frozen-food empire 

Jeno Paulucci may not know much, 
but he does know food. 

He sees the world through a 
microwave oven — through rav- 
ioli, chicken marsala and pot 
roasts ready in moments, and 
through stomachs run empty by 
busy schedules. 

You may never have heard of 
him, but he’s probably been feeding 
you and your family for decades. 

Even at 88 years old, the frozen 
food mogul whose current lines 
include Michelina’s and Budget 
Gourmet is still peddling prod- 
ucts all over the world. He recent- 
ly began shipping to Russia, and is 
poised soon to hit the Chinese mar- 
ket. Paulucci is also starting a new 
line of appetizers called Bundinos, 
which are frozen buns filled with 
turkey or pizza ingredients.

“I try to keep ahead of the tim- 
ing,” Paulucci said. “Wherever 
there’s a microwave, I believe we 
should have our product.” 

It began with Chun King lo mein 
in the 1940s and mushroomed into 
pizza and pasta lines. He is perhaps 
best known for his namesake Jeno’s 
pizza rolls, though he sold that com- 
pany to General Mills in 1985 for 
some $150 million and a big load of 
regret. “I should’ve kept the pizza 
roll. It’s something that’ll damn 
near live forever,” he said. 

Born three decades before any- 
one had a home microwave, Pauluc- 
ci started his Chun King business 
in 1944 with a $2,500 loan, and 
sold it to R. J. Reynolds less than 
two decades later for $63 million. 
He says he has started around 70 


companies, some more successful 
than others. 

For all his success, there are a few 
calls Paulucci would like back. He 
sold off shares in surgical staple and 
packing wrap companies because he 


didn’t think they’d take off or quib- 
bled with owners. He started several 
restaurants that failed for various 
reasons (bad locations, bad manag- 
ers or his own stubbornness). 

Though still designing new 



entrees, Paulucci hasn’t been to the 
grocery store in a decade. He says he 
has never touched a computer, and 
prefers that employees use e-mail 
only if there’s no other option. 

He details many of his experi- 
ences in a recent book called “Jeno: 
The Power of the Peddler.” 

As a young barker at a food mar- 
ket, Paulucci persuaded customers 
to buy discolored bananas by call- 
ing them “Argentine” and bumping 
up the price. 

Paulucci still lives much the same 
as he used to. He works in the same 
nondescript but cozy office, sam- 
pling products and hassling ven- 
dors who make his life difficult. He 
starts work at 8 a.m. now, instead 
of 6 a.m., because he and longtime 
wife Lois take a little longer to help 
each other get ready. 

He is also now legally blind. Staff 
members read things to him, and 
he’s got a well-lit office and machine 
that enlarges print. 

He’s not ready to retire. He 
intends to sell Michelina’s and 
start something else, and in the 
meantime presides over the entry 
into China. The first shipments will 
leave in January or February, and 
the company is still trying to get a 
few more wholesalers. 

“Other than being with my wife, 
Lois, I’ve got nothing to do,” he said. 
“Relaxing makes me nervous.”

Special occasions require special 
occasion clothes, and if there’s ever 
an evening to pluck the tuxedo from 
the back of your closet, New Year’s 
Eve is probably it.

Saint Laurent’s Le Smoking was 
an extension of the revolution he’d 
started a few years earlier by push- 
ing pants for women, says Valerie 
Steele, director of the Museum at 
the Fashion Institute of Technol- 
ogy in Manhattan. 

In the 1970s, it was the Studio 54 
glitterati — women such as Bian- 
ca dagger — who would dare wear 
a tuxedo, observes Avril Graham, 
executive editor of Harper’s Bazaar. 
But it has become a more acceptable 
form of cocktail and eveningwear 
for women all over the country. 

“For those attempting this look 
for the first time, it goes without 
saying that the obvious, i.e. the 
pleated shirt and black bow tie, 
should be avoided at all costs. 
Adapt this look to suit your body

type. There are great tuxedos out 
there that cater to all shapes and 
are very chic,” said Graham. 

When Tom Ford was charged 
with reinvigorating YSL in 1999, 
he used the company’s archives as 
guidance and also reinvigorated the 
brand’s signature tuxedo, giving it 
an even slimmer, sexier fit. 

“I think that the reason 
there is a timeless and con- 
stant appeal of a beauti- 
ful woman in a tuxedo or 
even a man’s tailored suit 
' is that the hard clean lines 
of a tuxedo set of the femi- 
nine curves and soft beauty 
of a woman by standing in stark 
contrast to them,” Ford said, “thus 
making them more apparent, pow- 
erful and striking.” 

The tuxedo can’t change too 
much or it will lose its strong pres- 
ence, says Steele of FIT. “It’s like a 
traditional riding habit: You don’t 
change it very much unless you’re 
making a statement. . . . The beauty 
of the tuxedo is it’s a classic.” 

A little tweak is OK, though: 
FIT has in its collection a very dark 
blue tuxedo-style dress by YSL that 
Steele says is stunning. 

And Graham says the recent shift 
to skinny-leg pants gives the tuxedo 
an instant update. Her favorite ver- 
sions come from Chanel, Jil Sander, 
Ralph Lauren and Giorgio Armani. 
Some trendsetters have also dared 
to wear Dior Homme’s slim tuxedos, 
which really were intended for fash- 
ion-forward men. 

More accessible brands also see 
the value of ever-so-slightly changing 
the black-tie look to meet modern 
demands. Viktor & Rolfs collection 
for Hennes & Mauritz and Ann Tay- 
lor Loft both featured tuxedo details 
in their holiday collections. 

The key to pulling off the look is 
finding the most flattering style for 
your shape. A curvier woman should 
choose a wider leg and a strappy plat- 
form shoe. Bazaar’s Graham advises, 
but for those who are tall and thin, 
go for the skinny legs and a high-heel 
sandal. “This version of a tuxedo can 
look like a knockout.” 

But a tuxedo on a woman will 
never be as fancy as a ballgown. A 
woman attending a lavish black- 
tie event probably should opt for 
something more feminine, Graham 
says. “It’s ironic that ‘black-tie event’ 
actually refers only to a black tie for
